"Of  the  remote  ancestors  of  the  Chief, 
•our  rc.co1lectio&s  will,  of  necessity,  be 
[very  Cmited.  The  grandfather  came 
[from  Rn;  land,  Cheshire,  it  is  believed, 
abo«t  the  time  of  the  early  settlers  in 
[the  NprtHern  neck  of  Virginia,  but  the 
place  of  his  residence  is  unknown, 
(though  it  lias  been  a  matter  of  consid- 
erable research  to  his  descendants, 
j  4<  "Angusthi  Washington,  the  father, 
;v.'o  fi:id:  settled  on  Pope's  Creek,  a' 
j  branch  cf  the  Potomac,  in  the  county 
jof  Westmoreland,  and  there  the  Great

by  an  education  and  discipline  the  most 
peculiar  and  imposing,  to  form  in  the 
neck  youth-time  of  her  son,  those  great  and 
essential  qualities,  which  led  him  on  to 
the  glories  of  his  after  life.

"  The  matron  held  in  res'erve  an  au- 
thority which  never  departed  from  her, 
not  when  her  son  had  become  the  most 
illustrious  of  men.     It  seemed  to  say,  I 
am  your  mother,  the  being  who  gave 
you  life,  the  guide  who  directed  your 
step,  when  they  needed  the  guidance 
of  age  and  wisdom,  the  parental  affec- 
tion   which   claimed  your  obedience j 
whatever  may  be  your  success,  what- 
ever your  renown,  next  to  your  God, 
you  owe  them  most  to  me.    N  or  did  the 
"chief  dissent  from  these  truths,  but  to 
the  last  moment  of  his  venerable  parent, 
veilded  to  her  will  the  most  dutiful  and 
Implicit   obedience,    and  felt   for    her  - 
person  and  character  the  most  enthusi- 
astic reverence  and  attachment. 
"This  lady  possessed  not  the  ambition, 
hich  is  common  to  lesser  winds;  and 
the  peculiar  plairuiess,  yet  dignity,  of 
her  habits  and  manners,  became  in  no 
wise  altered,  when' the  sun  of  glory  rase 
upon  her  house.

The  following  description  of  the 
place  were  rests  the  mortal  remains  of 
the  sage  of  Monticello,  will  be  gratify- 
ing to  the  lovers  of  American  Indepen- 
dence.

LEGEND  OF  LOVE. 

Near  Rouen,  in  Normandy,  upon  a  hill  of  considerable 
height,  stands  a  religious  chapel,  whose  walls,  discolour- 
ed by  time,  and  here  and  there  covered  with  ivy,  bear 
witness  to  its  antiquity:  it  is  called  "  The  Priory  of  the 
Two  Lovers."  There  is  something  extremely  interest* 
Ing  and  peculiarly  affecting  in  the  events  that  occasion- 
ed its  erection:  they  have  all  the  attractive  characteris- 
tics of  romantic  fiction,  with  the  engaging  and  touching 
influence  which  exclusively  belongs  to  truth. 

In  the  12th  century,  when  the  feudal  system  existed 
in  oil  its  debasing  rigid ness,  this  part  of  the  country  was  ( 
under  the  sway  of  a  baron,  distinguished  for  the  haugh- 
tiness and  capricious  cruelty  of  his  disposition;  he  de- 
lighted in  brutal  displays  of  power,  imposed  services 
upon  his  vas*als  the  most  whimsical  and  degrading,  visit* 
nig  delinquency  with  punishments,  the  severity  of  which 
bordered  upon  ferocity,  and,  in  fine,  indulged  with  exul- 
tation in  every  thing  which  served  to  exhibit  his  con- 
sciousness of  superiority,  and  his  contempt  for  the  un- 
fortunate beings  in  subservience  to  him.

GROUND  SWELL  IN  THE  POLAIi  REGIONS. 

The  ice  in  the  Polar  regions  accommodates  itself  to 
the  surface  by  bending,  but  when  several  yards  in  thick- 
ness, it  refuses  to  yield  beyond  a  certain  extent,  and  is 
broken  in  pieces  with  dreadful  explosions.  The  best 
account  that  we  know  of  the  appearances  presented  on 
such  occasions  is  given  by  a  party  of  Moravian  mission- 
aries, who  were  engaged  in  a  coasting  expedition  on  the 
ice  along  the  northern  shore  of  Labrador,  with  sledges 
drawn  by  dogs — They  narrowly  escaped  destruction 
from  one  of  those  occurrences,  and  were  near  enough 
to  witness  all  its  grandeur.  We  extract  it  from  the 
recent  interesting  compilation  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brown, 
on  the  history  of  the  Propagation  of  Christianity.  The 
missionaries  met  a  sledge  with  Esquimaux  turning  in 
from  the  sea,  who  threw  out  some  hints  that  it  might  be 
as  well  for  them  to  return;  after  some  time,  their  own 
Esquimaux  hinted  that  there  was  a  ground  swell  under 
the  ice;  it  was  then  scarcely  perceptible,  except  on  ly- 
ing down  and  applying  the  ear  close  to  the  ice,  when  a 
hollow  disagreeable  grating  noise  was  heard  ascending 
from  the  abyss.  As  the  motion  of  the  sea  under  the 
ice  had  grown  more  perceptible,  they  became  alarmed, 
and  began  to  think  it  prudent  to  keep  close  to  the  shore; 
the  ice  also  had  fissures  in  many  places,  some  of  which 
formed  chasms  of  one  or  two  feet,  but  as  these  are  not 
uncommon  even  in  its  best  state,  and  the  dogs  easily 
leap  over  them,  they  are  frightful  only  to  strangers;  as 
the  wind  rose  to  a  storm,  the  swell  had  now  increased 
so  much  that  its  effects  on  the  ice  were  extraordinary 
and  really  alarming.  The  sledges,  instead  of  gliding 
smoothly  along  on  an  even  surface,  sometimes  ran  with 
violence  after  the  dogs,  and  sometimes  seemed  with  dif- 
ficulty to  ascend  a  rising  hill;  noises,  too,  were  now  dis- 
tinctly heard  in  many  directions  like  the  reperts  of 
cannon,  from  the  bursting  of  the  ice  at  a  distance;  alarm- 
ed at  these  frightful  phenomena,  our  travellers  drove 
with  all  haste  towards  the  shore,  and  as  they  approached 
it  the  prospect  before  them  was  tremendous;  the  ice, 
■having  burst  loose  from  the  rocks,  was  tossed  to  and  fro, 
aud  broken  in  a  thousand  pieces  against  the  precipices, 
'with  a  dreadful  noise:  which,  added  to  the  raging  of  the 
sea,  the  tearing  of  the  wind,  and  the  driving  of  the  snow, 


?r>  completely  overpowered  them  as  almost  to  deprive 
"them  of  the  use  of  both  their  eyes  and  ears.  To  make 
\he  land  now  was  the  only  resource  that  remained;  but 
it  was  with  the  utmost  diinculty  that  the  frightened  dogs 
could  be  driven  forward,  and  as  the  whole  body  of  the 
ke  frequently  sunk  below  ihe  summits  of  the  rocks,  and 
then  rose  above  them,  the  only  time  for  landing  was  at 
the  moment  it  gained  the  level  of  the  coast,  a  circum- 
stance which  rendered  the  attempt  extremely  nice  and 
hazardous;  both  sledges,  however,  succeeded  in  gaining 
the  shore,  and  were  drawn  up  oji  the  beach,  though  not 
without  great  difficulty;  scarcely  had  they  reached  it 
when  the  part  of  the  ice  from  which  they  had  just  esca- 
ped burst  asunder,  and  the  water  rushing  from  beneath 
instantly  precipitated  it  into  the  ocean;  in  a  moment, 
as  if  by  a  signal,  the  whole  mass  of  ice  for  several  miles 
along  the  coast,  and  extending  as  far  as  the  eye  could 
reach,  began  to  break  and  to  be  overwhelmed  with 
waves;  the  spectacle  was  awfully  grand;  the  immense 
fields  of  ice  rising  out  of  the  ocean,  clashing  against  one 
another,  and  then  plunging  in  the  deep  with  a  violence 
which  no  language  can  describe,  and  a  noise  like  the 
discharge  of  ten  thousand  cannons,  was  a  sight  which 
must  have  struck  the  most  unreflecting  mind  with  solemn 
awe.  The  brethren  were  overwhelmed  with  amazement 
at  their  miraculous  escape,  and  even  the  pagan  Esqui- 
maux expressed  gratitude  to  God  for  their  deliverance. 

HERCULANEUM. 
A  flight  of  modern  steps  conducts  to  the  subterranean 
city  through  a  well  sunk  for  that  purpose,  at  the  place 
where  the  well  was  by  which  it  was  discovered  in  1669. 
Herculaneum  was  destroyed  by  the  same  eruption  as 
Pompeii  and  Stabia  in  79,  but  it  has  since  been  shower- 
ed on  seven  times  by  the  fiery  mountain,  as  may  bs  seen 
■by  the  different  strata  of  lava  in  descending.  All  that 
remains  open  at  present  of  the  city  below  are  some  parts 
of  the  theatre,  and  a  few  narrower  passages  on  the  out- 
side by  three  of  its  doors.  The  excavations  were  contin- 
ued to  a  considerable  extent,  and  many  valuable  relics 
takeout,  but  as  the  towns  ofResini  and  Portici,  where 
the  royal  palaces  were  which  are  built  over  Herculane- 
•um;  weuld  have  been  endangered  had  they  been  carried 


further,  piers  were  built,  and  the  rubbish  left  to  prevent- 
accident  Enough,  however,  was  done  to  prove  that  this 
was  a  city  of  much  greater  consequence  than  Pompeii; 
its  streets  were  broad  and  straight,  paved  with  lava,  and 
had  footways  on  each  side;  its  theatre  was  much  larger, 
and  every  article  found  spoke  of  more  luxurious  refine* 
ment.  The  Custode  led  methrouj§h  the  passage,  and 
showed  various  fragments  of  columns,  painted  walls* 
burned  tinder,  and  the  like,  of  course  all  seen  by  torch* 
light  It  is  supposed  that  with  the  ashes  which  destroy* 
eu  Hercuian*»uti,  a  vast  quantity  of  water  was  thrown 
out  by  Vesuvius,  when  mingling  with  the  ashes,  flowed 
throughout,  and  hardened  into  tufa,  as  the  city  is  filled 
with  it.  The  material  was  certainly  much  heated,  as 
the  doors  and  timbers  of  the  houses  are  found  reduced 
to  a  species  of  charcoal;  in  those  places  where  it  did 
not  penetrate,  every  thing  combustible,  was  charred  by 
the  violent  heat,  such  as  the  rolls  of  papyrus,  wheat* 
barley,  beans,  nuts,  almonds,  bread,  and  many  other  ar- 
ticles of  domestic  use.  The  inhabitants  had  time  to 
carry  with  them  their  valuables,  and  there  were  not 
found  more  than  a  dozen  skeletons  together,  and  a  very 
small  quantity  of  gold  or  silver. 

THE  SABBATH. 
How  should  the  hour*  of  the  Sabbath,  that  are  not  oc- 
cupied by  public  worship,  be  spent?  This  question  is 
often  asked.  The  answer  to  it  must  depend  in  some 
degree  on  the  circumstances  of  the  person  by  whom  it  is 
made.  It  is  easy  to  say  in  general  terms  that  the  day 
should  not  be  spent  in  indolence — nor  sloth — nor  world- 
ly pleasure,  but  that  it  should  be  devoted  to  personal  and 
social  improvement.  The  methods  best  suited  to  ac* 
complish  this  end  will  vary  with  individual  situation.-— 
Domestic  instruction  should  be  especially  regarded  ©n> 
the  Sabbath,  when  children  are  released  from  the  exer- 
cises of  school,  and  parents  have  opportunities  of  reach- 
ing their  minds,  which  their  own  engagements  during 
the  week  may  perhaps  confine  to  this  season.  Charita- 
Ble  services  are  appropriate  to  the  day.  Visiting  the 
jioor  and  the  sick  is  an  office  to  which  a  portion  of  the 
Sabbath  may  be  given  with  peculiar  benefit.  Sunday 
gthools  require  the  attendance  of  a  considerable  number 


'of  serious  person?,  and  we  know  no  class  of  Ghristians 
.  who  are  entitled  to  higher  commendation,  than  they  who, 
are  wijlimr  to  forego  the  pleasure  of  private  meditation 
and  reading,  that  they  may  give  religious  instruction  to 
the  children  of  the  ignorant  and  the  vicious.  Few  per- 
sons will  find  it  profitable  to  spend  the  whole  day  in  se« 
elusion;  it  was  not^eant  to  be  a  day  of  unnatural  re- 
straint. Few  also,  m>m  their  habits,  can  derive  pleasure 
from  a  lonjj;  continued  exercise  of  reading.  Useful  con- 
versation should  be  introduced — serious  in  its  tone,  but 
easy  and  interesting,  and- having,  as  much  as  possible, 
a  direct  influence  tyj  the  re ligious  character.  Sunday 
is  Lot  a  6lj  far  fasting,  but  neither  is  it  a  day  for  feast- 
ing. We  suspend  our  usual  pursuits,  but  it  is  not  a 
season  for  idleness!  to  waste,  nor  for  levity  to  profane. 
It  should  be  so  employed  that  we  may  be  better  and 
happier  for  it  through  the  week. 

^QleokvL— The  intoxicating  powers  of  fermented  and 
distilled  liquors,  (wines,  beer,  ardent  spirits,  &c.)  depend 
upon  the  alcohol  they  contain.  Thi,  fluid,  in  a  separate 
state,  is  aa  active  poison,  and  a  very  small  quantity  ad-. 
mifted  into  the  human  stomach  would  prove  immediate-' 
Iy  fatal.  In  ardent  spirits  the  alcohol  is -diluted  with 
water;  were  it  not  lor  thi*,  the  first  swallow  would  cause 
a  person  to  fall  down  dead.  Sir  Humphrey  Davy  gives 
a  table  of  the  proportion  of  alcohol  in  different  ferment- 
ed and  distilled  liquor*,  from  which  we  derive  the  fol- 
lowing: Port  and  Madeira  wine  contain  from  21  to  25 
per  cent  of  alcohol;  Lisbon,  Malaga,  and  Sherry  wine 
from  17  to  20  per  cent;  current  wine  20  per  cent;  cider 
and  perry  10  per  cent;  ale  and  porter  from. 7  to  9  per 
cent;  brandy,  rum,  and  gin,  (proof  spirit,)  from  51  to 
93  per  cent. 

The  reason  why  some  women  do  not  wish  to  admire
